Orient of the West 


There were features of picturesque- 
ness and beauty in the region named 
Chinatown as it existed of old in San 
Francisco. A sketch in the -Crafts- 
man, presents these interesting pic- 
tures. 

It is sald that between 10,000 and 
40,000 people according to the season 
of the year lived in the eight solid 
blocks of this old Chinatown—lived 
as they might have back in Canton, 
a real life of genuine homes and quiet 
industry. There was a_ Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce in their midst 
and the whole Pacific coast reckoned 
with the body. There were mer- 
chants fabulously rich. 

There were wonderful festivals in 
the days of old Chinatown where the 
Chinese ladies came forth in myriad 
colored robes with trousers of pale 
shades with gorgeous embroidered 
coats, with jade and gold in their 
hair—garments taken from cedar 
chests and worn only on great occa- 
sions.

Winter Protection. 

Currants. will ugually be sufficiently 
protected in the northwest if the 
branches are simply gathered up and 
ted Ip a bundle. 

Pests and Diseases. 

Tbe greatest pests of the currant are 
the currant worw, currant borer, leat 
spot and mildew. Directions for con- 
trolling them may be obtained from 
any agricaltural experiment station. 

Gooseberries. 

The gooseberry is closely related to 
the currant. It is largely used green 
for sauce, for piles and for canning. 
For jam and preserves it is usually 
preferred ripe. od 

The cultivated sorts are derived 
from European sources, the native 
wild species and bybrids of theae spe- 
cies. Those of European and bybrid 
species are larger and beavier bearers, 
but are more susceptible to mildew.

Great Gathering in 
Paris Last June 


This congress, to which represent- 
atives came from) every continent on 
the globe and which was probably 
the Jargest Forestiy Congress ever 
held, met for the expressed purpose 
of studying economic and technical 
forestry problems, and the promoting 
legislative and administrative re- 
forms in order to secure the conser- 
vation of the forests, the prevention 
of soil erasion and the reforesting of 
waste lunds, 

Such subjects as the right of 
the state to regulate private forest 
property, or to expropriate misused 
and denuded forest lands to insure 
puulie safety from floods were discus- 
ed from an international yiew-point.

Abraham Lincoln felt deeply the re 
sponsibility that rested on him as 
president “of the United States, but 
he shrank’ from assuming any of the 
honors, or even the titles of his po- 
sition, ol eee 

After -years of Intimate acquaint- 
ance, public man testified shortly af- 
ter Mr. Lincoln's death that he could 
not recall a single instance tn which 

e spoke of Limself as\president, or 
used that title for himself, except 
he acted in an official capacity. 

He always spoke of his position nad 
office vaguely, as this place, here, or 
in other modest phrase. Once, 
speaking of the room at tho Capitol 
used by the president of the United 
States at the close of a session of 
congress, he said: That room, you 
know, that they call—dropping his 
voice and hesitating—the president's 
room. 

To an intimate friend who address- 
ed him ey his own proper title, 
he skid: NoW call me Lincoln, and 
I'll promise not to tell of the breach 
of etiquette—if you won't— and I shall 
have a resting spell from Mr. Presl- 
dent. - 

All persons agree that the most 
marked characteristlo of Mr. Lin- 
coln's manners was his simplicity and 
artlessness, but his native dignity 
never forsook him, and with all his 
angularities and disregard of conven- 
tlonalities distinguished foreigners 
were invariably impressed by his fine 
fibre. 

A diplomat, whose knowledge of 
courts was more perfect than that of 
the English language, said: 

He seems to me one grand gentil- 
homme in disguise.

The trouble is 
to find it, for it Hes at unknown 
depths below the surface of the sandy 
waters. 

It is the mission of a party of artes- 
fan well diggers operating in the south 
of Algeria, to discover and make use 
of this hidden water, and in Feb- 
ruary last one of these engineers 
opened a well that has claimed the 
world’s record, having a flow of 8,000 
gallons a minute. 

This is in the oasis of Tolga, about 

22 miles west of Biskara. TLo water 
rises in a fountain six feet high and- 
forms a small river that will make it 
possible to irrigate about 8,000 acres 
of land. 
During the past ten years wells 
fiave been bored which produce 46,- 
000 gallons of water a minute, making 
116,000 gallons since the French have 
occupied the land. This makes it 
possible to irrigate 1,800,000 date 
palms in which lies the wealth of 
Southern Algeria. : “

Invention of Stethoscope 

The first public demonstration of 
the uses of the stethoscope was made 
by Dr. Laennec, the inventor, in a 
Paris hospital ninety-seven years ago. 
Auscultation, or diagnosis o! the con- 
dition of internal organs by the sense 
of hearing, was used py the ancients, 
but it was not until a little over a cen- 
tury ago that physicians realized its 
great importance in incipient affecta- 
tions of the chest, and tapping the 
chest with fingers, were the original 
methods used, bi“ Laennec found that 
by rolling a quire of paper into a 
kind of cylinder, and applying one end 
to the patient’s chest and the other 
to his own ear, much better results 
coule be had than hy the immediate 
application of the ear. This led to 
his invention of the stethoscope, or 
breast explorer. -The whole subject 
of auscultation has been vastly elab- 
orated and the stethossope greatly 
improved since Laennec’s time, and 
continued investigation has only serv- 
ed to demonstrate more fully the val- 
us of this method of diagnosis.

Morning, 
noon and night there is always a staff 
of waiters ready to administer to the 
wants of privileged patrons, whose 
requirements are faithfully carried 
out in every detail. For the proprie- 
tor of a fashionable opium den amass- 
es a small fortune in a very short 
time, and, therefore, {t pays him well 
to study the whims of those who come 
to him to satisfy their cravings.

Tide-Predicting Machine 


A necessary part of every mariner’s 
educ.tion is an acquaintance with the 
tides. He may not know it from 
personal knowledge, but he must be 
supplied with a book whick will tell 
him under ordinary circumstances how 
high the water will be at a certain 
time, The preparation of this book 
is another function of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. 
it issues a large volume giving the 
tides for every day in the year for 
practically every harbor a sLip may 
encounter—more than 3,000 in all. 

The survey’s knowledge in this mat- 
ter is the result of years of study and 
labor, resulting in a apparatus which 
can predict what the tides will be at 
any given plage in the world. The 
machine which the survey has con- 
structed represents fifteen year.’ 
work. This tide-predicting mach‘ie 
is one of two in the possession o7 the 
survey, the other having been built 
in 1832 by an official af that office. 
Only four others of any merit exist, 
of which England possesses two. The 
one. at the survey, however, 1s ack- 
nowledged to be the best in the 
world. 

In order to perfect this apparatus a 
minute and prolonged study of actual 
tidal conditions in the ports of the 
world was necessary. Charts were 
made by means of a float to which was 
attached a pencil. When the water 
rose, the pencil did iikewise and de- 
scribed an upward curve, and vice- 
versa when the tide feil, All the 
charts so obtained were assembled 
and studied. Then came mathematl- 
cal deduction in connection with the 
machine, The {dea was to perfect 
a machine which, when certain dials 
were get to represent conditions at 
any given port in the world, would, 
when the machine was started, predict 
what the tides would be In a.vance, 
always taking as granted that the 
weather conditions are normal, That

Quicksand Frozen In 

In excavating recently for the found- 
ation of a large building in Berlin, the 
workmen found it necessary.to go 10 
feet below the foundations of the ad- 
joining buildings. They rested on 
quicksand, which would have flowed 
from under them had the builders not 
used an ingenious method to keep the 
sand from slipping away. It consist- 
ed in solidly freezing the sides of the 
new excavation. Five-inch freeze 
Pipes, closed at the bottom, were sunk 
three feet apart all around the edges 
of the pit.
